of insurgents, the leaders resorted to 
thoKonly sready -means of saving the 
bill • .after $55,0(10,000 in savings 
u-^^^^ 


Earlier in thei dayHhe party chief- 


tains were overthrown by a vote o( 
219 to 164 that discarded 'the proposed 
drastic procedure by which they hop- 
ed to obtain passage of the measure 
virtually unchanged. 


Coming back for a night session, the 


coalition appeared to gain strength. 
The first test on the disputed 11 per 
cent federal wage cut found the lead- 
ers overwhelmed, 173 to 
148, The 


House raised 
the 
exemption from 


$1,000 to $2,500, cutting the expected 
savings from $07,000,000 to $12,000.000. 


Immediately the House affirmed its 


action by a teller vote of 185 to 93 
and the insurgents gaining control ap- 
peared ready to wipe out an additional 
expected saving of $9,000,000 by strik- 
ing out a provision to eliminate Sat- 
urday half holidays.

The fire demon makes a poor show- 


ing in his visits to Hope and there is 
a reason. • The local fire station's ef- 
ficiency holds down1 losses to a very 
low figure. 


In the past 100 months of operation 


of the unit, only $197,840 loss has oc- 
curred from fire, and most of that was 
covered by insurance. Men responsi- 
ble for the low fire loss are Chief O. 
L. Wyat, Assistant Chief G. L. Wil- 
liams, J. A. Embrce, engineer, and H. 
A. Thomas, assistant engineer. In ad- 
dition to the regular staff .there are 
16 voluntere firemen. 


These men protect an area which is 


covered by 53,000,000 insurance and 
have as equipment, three fire engines 
—a combination pumper, a chemical 
and hose truck, and a combination 
street flusher and fire truck. 


Firemen are rewarded for thifcr 


work as they received approximately 
5650 form insurance companies, They 
get back one cent of each dollar fire 
insurance premiums. Almost $70,000 is 
paid out annually by property owners 
here for the protection of their prop- 
erty, to insurance companies. 


Grass and residence fires occupy 


most of the attention of the fire unit, 
with the loss being chiefly in the 
latter. Miscellaneous blazes, however, 
reap their tolls. Within the past 16 
months there have been 24 of this 
type and count heavily on the loss 
column. 


The lowest fire loss was in the year 


1923-24, 'when only 54,020 worth of 
property went up in smoke. The heav- 
iest suffered has been the last 16 
months when 557,440 worth of property 
burned. The average monthly loss 
for the past eight ancf a half years is 
51,978.40, a very low figure compared 
with other towns in this section. 


University Station 
Has More Than 1200

'The purpose of the Hope -Experi- 


ment farm is to test different farm 
practices, varieties and methods of 
planting crops which are'of commer- 
cial value to this section of the coun- 
try," said George Ware, assistant di- 
rector in charge of the farm. 


The Fruit and Truck branch station 


is located three miles northeast of 
Hope and contains 180 acres of typical 
soil adapted to the production of var- 
ious crops which are grown in the 
southwestern part of. Arkansas. 


"We are not 
trying for 
record 


yields," said Mr. Ware. "What we 
are tying to do is find out by experi- 
mentation the best methods for crops 
of this section. We want to discover 
the practices which would be the most 
profitable for the farmers." 


More than 1,200 experimental plots 


are being used' to determine the value 
of varieties, fertilizers, and practices 
best suited in growing peaches, grapes, 
plumb, cherries, figs, apples, pears, 
small fruits, strawberries, Irish pota- 
toes, sweet potatoes, cantaloupes, cu- 
cumbers, watermelons, tomatoes, cot- 
ton, corn, legumes, grains and sor- 
ghums. 


Besides the fruit and truck crops 


which are grown on the farm, 25 
acres are devoted to forestry studies. 


The Hope experiment station was 


Experiment station which is located 
College of Agriculture of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas.

This station is one of a group of 


three, one being located near Mari- 
anna for the study of cotton problems 
mainly, one near Stuttgart which is 
experimenting principally with rice, 
and this one which deals with fruit 
and truck crops. There is also a Main 
Exxperiment station which is located 
at Fayetteville.

Dige.t Prohi Poll 


A CCORDING to the latest figures available on the Literary 
f\ Digest prohibition poll, 46 of the 48 states are in favor of 
the repeal of the Eighteenth amendment. Only Kansas and 
North Carolina, by very small margins, favor its continuance. 
If the wishes of the electorate are accurately reflected by this 
ptdi, the amendment is shortly doomed for opposition to its 
continuance appears so overwhelming that it cannot be long 
wjrtfj this sentiment will be translated into law. But is this 
straw vote reliable? 


In order to get a dear understanding of the case, the 
od used by the Digest in obtaining names of the 20,000,- 
people receiving ballots must be taken into considera- 
tion. These names and addresses were taken from three 
«>u*ces: telephone directories, automobile sales lists, and the 
Digest subscription list. 


Authoritjve statisticians who have made a critical in- 


quiry infe» the poll have been able to find three factors «sig- 
nifte&nt in causing prohibition sentiment to be distorted. The 
Jl$8t <xf these factors, are women fairly represented, favor 
the Wets. The Digest stated that 9Q per cent of the names 
taken frojn telephone directories were men, and it is as- 
sumed th»t the automobile list ran about the same. -As the 
effective electorate is about 00 per cent male and 40 per cent 
female, rae» are favored out of proportion to their true in- 
fluence. Thus, since women tend to vote drier than men, it 
must be granted that the returns favor the Wets. The second 
factor is, are the Drys as willing to mark and return their 
ballots as the Wets?

Grain Sorghum Is 
Supplement to Corn 


Five Varieties Suggested 


for Use in This Section 


of Arkansas 


Grain sorghums may be used to sup- 


plement the corn acreage for grain 
production as a partial insurance 
against drouth. Tests conducted by 
the Experiment Station of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas College of Agricul- 
ture, show that when there is a good 
season for corn, grain sorghums will 
not produce as much as corn, but 
when there is a drouth grain sor- 
ghums will outyield corn. For this 
reason, it is wise to have some grain 
sorghums in ' case of severe drouth, 
says D. J. Burleson, Extension agron- 
omist, Univresity of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture.

arc a few of 'the things that men dis- 
like ritest in women, according to the 
answers given, an inquiring reporter 
this. morning by eight Hope men. 


"Woman decided that they wanted 


equal rights, they got the right to 
vote, and yet they're not willing to 
have equal responsibilities." said E. 
V. McFaddin, attorney. "They con- 
stantly try to take1 advantage of their 
feminine weakness, even in their bus- 
iness relations with men. They're not 
trying to get equal opportunities, 
they're trying to get superior oppor- 
tunities! 


"I'm old-fashioned enough to be- 


ieve that woman's plnce. is still in the 
home," he continued. "The hand that 
rocks the cradle rules the land, but 
too few cradles are rocked by hand 
now: they're rocked by 
machines!

Disc's A^nong Relics 


Among the most interesting relics 


are, some rather thick discs, known as 
discoital stones. One. of the favorite 
games of the Indians was a contest in 
which they, would roll these stones 
along the ground and shoot at them 
with arrows. 


There ore many beautiful pieces 


rmlde of- rose quartz, yellow quartz, 
granite, and hematite, which look ap 
as if they might have been can-led 
as banners. Some stone coins, with 
markings on the back, seem to. have 
ieen imitations of the Spaniard?' Coins, 
>ut there is no positive evidence that 
hey were made by the Indians. The 
mly relic which obviously was. made 
after the arrival of the white man, is a 
Iny stone Bible, with a. ccoss. em- 
>ossed on one side and a pierced 
heart on the other. A very lovely 
piece, and the only one of its kind, is 
a small solid amethyst axe. 


A visitor becomes almost uncom- 


ortable on observing the heavy copper 
Jiscs, about an inch thick and five 
nches in diameter, which were worn 
as ear ornaments. All sorts, of per- 
onal adornment must have been pop- 
ular with this ancient race, judging 
rom the elaborate collection of beads, 
nose rings, and. ear-rings. One string 
ot large shell- beads was .found in a 
grave ot> the skeleton whose neck was 
6% inches in diameter. The longost 
ingle bead, known in existence is a 
part' of' the, Lemley collection. It is 
bout fvie inches in length. 


Have Many Flints 


The group of flints is one of the 


mott interesting in the collection,) 
anging fro mthousands of tiny, multi- 
ojorecl arrowheads, to comparatively 
arge obsidian spears of volcanic glass, 
nd including a group of fan-shaped 
l(nts, known to collectors as the 
most- valuable kind of arrowheads in 
xistence. All 279 of those this special 
ariety were found in one grave on 
he Red river about 16 miles from 
lope. 
The pipe collection is especially fas- 
inating, showing as it does that the 
ddly shaped pipes of modern times 
re by no means new. The most fan- 
astic o£_them are surpassed by the 
moking devices of this' ancient race. 
Almost all objects of nature except 
ne buffalo, are represented. There is 
snake's head, a turtle-, and a human 


ieud'. There are birds, bears, and 
.ucks. The crudest pipes are those 
whicli date' back to the bluff shelter 
ge. There is an -interesting pipe 
with two stems, known as a bridal 
pipe, on which the bride and groom 
luffed at marriage ceremonies. Some 
f the pipes are so shaped that they 


suggest our modern cigar*. 


ttlbaJ ttpc* Valuable 


The most valuable, pipes w« those 


known as the tribal ones, which wWe 
used In ceremonies, They w« vw* 
ofately and beautifully decomea, 
with heavy bowls, which svere. wt on 
the ground while the smokers 
from reed stems. The most 
prized of tills collection, and, 
.which hqs alracled attention all 
the world, is one representing an eagle 
holding a man's head In its claws. It 
Is evidently a mythological smybol. 
Another, the effigy of a frog, was 
discovered* in on unusual way. A 
farmer, driving along a road near 
here, was forced to stop and «P«!r 
the rim of his wagon wheel, On 
looking around for a stone with which 
to hammer the rim, he found the pre- 
historic Indian pipe, The most per- 
fectly carved piece 1* fl Wpe which is 
a staluo In miniature of s panther. 


The "Giant's Collection" Is, a group 


of relics found in the gravft 6l an In- 
dian whose''skeleton measured eight 
feet and* nine inches In Ungth. It 
was found on the Otiaehlta river noat 
Malvern. 
The Lemley's have received many 


offers of sale for n small, brojwn, me- 
matlte piece. The fact that there are 
many tiny notches along Its side show 
that It was used as some kind of rec- 
ord. 
* 


The pottery, beautifully painted; and 


elaborately carved, forms a large por- 
tion of the collection. Most of the de- 
signs in both shape and decoration 
are tho work of artists and could not 
be surpassed by modern men, even 
with their improved implements, There 
is every shape of bottle and, bowl; Int- 
nginablc, ranging from crude kitchen 
implements, comparable to. our pots, 
and pans, to complicated double botr 
ties with whole stories in pictures 
minutely carved on their surfaces. 


Charm Stone Included 


There are many plummets, or charm 


stones.1 some carved of hematite and 
others of jasper. 


Although Lemley had collected In- 


dlan relics rather haphazardly frotn 
his boyhood dnys, he did not begin 
his concentrated and systematic collec- 
tion until about 12 years ago. His wife 
is an enthusiastic helper in the work, 
being just as interested in his hobby 
as he is himself. When she conducts 
visitors through the neatly arranged 
room especially built for the collec- 
tion, she is able to explain the history 
of each piece just as intelligently and 
interestingly as if she herself had.col- 
lectcd every single one.

"The purpose 
of the 'collection," 


Mrs. Lemley stated1, "is to keep Ark- 
ansas relics in Arkansas. It Is one of . 
the most disheatening things imagin- 
able to see our beautiful Arkansas 
pieces in the Eastern museums.
